ARDUOUS JOB 


In the last war the infantryman 
was dubbed the P.B.I. in sympathy 
not as a disparagement, His arduous 
and hazardous’ job, and his import- 
ance in our armed forces, were under- 
stood. There was general apprecia- 
tion of the fact that all was labor in 
trench-war, and that the foot-slogger 
not only did more of it than any other 
arm, but .also most of the sr Sib 
and most of the fighting, 

But unless the truth is widierebood 
of how the 1941 infantryman is arm- 
ed and trained to fight, there is grave 
' danger that he will become the P.B.I., 
in all truth. He is not only carrying 
the big burden, but is being grossly 
misjudged. He is wrongfully and 
foolishly belittled as an obsolete war- 
rior because Of the almost fabulous 
success of ‘German panzers against 
“soft” opposition,, As a result, he 
has lost his former public popularity 
to the men in the black berets 
of the more spectacular arm: 
oured corps, 


GIVES DEADLY MOMENTUM 


This is not a defence of the old- 
style army which was based on 
“masses of infantry”, It would be ri- 
diculous to deny the striking power 
of armoured formations; but it should 
be remembered that it is only through 
supporting infantry that the exploita- 
tion occurs which gives armoured at- | 
tack its demoralizing strength and 
dead.y momentum. | 

The blitzkrieg into France proved ! 
that the British Army had retained | 
all its traditional fighting quality, It | 
also disclosed that the tank was not 

‘at all invincible. When faced with 
determined and properly armed “or- 
indary” divisions, the tank failed, 

In other words, against weak op- 
position the tank is ag irresistable as | 
popularly supposed, Against well | 
armed and trained troops, it is stop- 
pable, and if the latter have adequate 
antitank armament, plus tank units, 
the land battleship becomes just an- 
other weapon. The human element, 
as exemplified in quality of troops 
and their training, becomes the de- 
ciding factor. 


ALL-ROUND FIGHTER 


If that were not so there would 
never have been a Dunkirk. For three 
days the German panzers attacked 
the British from the south. in des- 
perate effort to prevent the evacua- 
tion which obviously had been plan- 
ned, The tanks failed, utterly and 
decisively, The enemy then began 
bringing up his orthodox forces but 
before the infantry-artillery battle 
was in full cry, the evacuation was 
accomplished, 

The: erroneous impression, which 
miligns the infantry, includes lack of 
understanding that the term no long- 
er means a foot-soldier armed with 
a rifle and bayonet, plus a mills"bomb 
or two, and with one man in ten 
trained in the use of a machine gun, 

The infantryman of today is noth- 
ing if not alight machine-gunner, and 
can turn his hand—or actually car- 
ries —many weapons, He can handle 
Bren, Lewis and Tommy guns, gren- 
ages and pistols, anti-tank rifles and 
machine guns and at least two types 
of nidrtars. The rifleman is a sniper, 
an. ammunition carrier, and an all- 
round fighter at either short or long 
range, The infantry platoon is so 
well armed that it could hardly pack 
more armament and retain its new 
speed.

other empire with which it is often 


compared: the Empire of Rome. That 
empire was a deliberate military con- 
quest of the world or a portion of it, 
and it was held together by force. 
The founders of the Roman Empire 
were great conquerors, such as Jul- 


ius Caesar, but the founders of the) 


British Empire were ordinary sea- 
men, such as Captain Cook, and men 
with no c'aim to fame who followed 
up the acquisition of a new land by 
going there and cutting down a for- 
est and building a farm. 

In the actual building up of the 
British Commonwealth there have 
been few great military achieve- 
ments, General Wolfe, dying on the 
Heights of Abraham above Quebec, 
is one of the rare military heroes in 
the history of the Empire. 

Instead, we see a long vista of ad- 
venturous seamen, like Drake, steer- 
ing their vessels to the New World, 
parting the undergrowth of tropical 
forests and leading their pikemen on 
to El Dorado. 

Or we see men, like Rawleigh, in 
Virginia, and behind them are great 
crowds of ordinary British men and 
women, first in the West Indies and 
the Southern States of America, taen 
in Canada, and in India, and eventu- 
ally, in Australia and New Zealand; 
all working hard, not by arrangement 
with any imperialistic government at 
home or at the command of any con- 
queror, but simply and solely as pri- 
vate individuals who are determined 
to make good in a new environment, 

The enemies of the British Com- 
monwealth never get tired of saying 
that we deliberately exploited the 
empty spaces of the world. They 
sugzest that for a century or two tie 
British government thought about 
nothing but adding new territory to 
its rule, Whereas one of the odd 

things about the British Empire is 
that it grew up almost in spite of 
itself! 

There were times when new terri- 
tory was added to the Empire in the 
face of opposition at home, when our 
leaders seemed to view with annoy- 
ance the enterprise of their seafaring 


countrymen, who caused a lot of bo- 


ther and’ extra work by planting a 
Union Jack in some hitherto unap- 


propriated island or portion of the 


mainiand!

It was not until the eve of the Cri- 
mean war that an independent office 
for colomal administration was form- 
ed in London, Until that time British 
overseas possessions were looked 
after by the War Office, 

Could anything better illustrate the 
strange, casual, almost haphazard, 
system wheréby British men acquired 
territory, which now represents a 
fourth of the earth’s surface? 

This apparently accidental Empire 
has always been, and will continue to 
be, a puzzle to the Germanic mind, 
How such.a gigantic structure can 
hold together without force, is some- 
thing the Germans cannot under- 
stand, 

On the other hand, they understand 
the Roman Empire perfectly. There 
was nothing odd or mysterious about 
that. It was a perfectly comprehen. | 
sible military empire, hewn out inh 
the sword and maintained by armies | 
of occupation. ‘That, to the German 
wey of thinking, is how an entire! 
should be won and run, ' 

And no race had a better ee | 
ty of firding’ out the weak spots of | 
the Roman Empire. Savage chiet.| 
tans—men singularly like Bismarck | 
and Hitler—helped to. bring that em- 
pire to its end, The Teutonic tribes 
brought proud Rome to her knees and 
were only too willing to inherit what 
was left from the crash, | 

No doubt “the soldiers and the} 
statesmen of modern Germany, re-! 
membering the Teutonic conquest in 
Roman times, and the victories of the 
Teutonic “Fifth Column” within the 
Reman Empire, think that, as their 
ancestors pulled down the Empire of | 
Rome, there is no reason why they! 
should not be able to achieve the 
downfall of the Empire of Britain; to} 
their eyes an infinitely less solid | 
| structure, | 

When they look at the British Em- 


They see a maddening collection of | 
independent countries which appear, | 
| to the logical German mind, to have | 


| no real point of adhesion, but, indeed,

To Nazi eyes the British Common. 
| wealth of Nations is a series of gun- 
|accountable countries with no valid 
| rules and regulations, whose conduct, 
| for reasons inexplicable to the Ger-! 
| man mind, are generally utterly in-| 
consistent, i 

The secret of the British Common- 
weaith is a simple one; and easy to 
understand. It is the world’s great- 
est triumph in individualism, It is 
the work, not of princes and kings, 


| but of common men. Our kings have 
lost cvulonies; 


our ordinary citizens 
have made them! 

These empire-builders — such a 
grend term!—were our great-grand- 
fathers, our fathers, our uncles and 
aunts, perfectly ordinary people who 
packed up and went away to Canada, 
to Australia, to New Zealand, to 
South Africa, for a variety of rea- 
sons, foremost amongst them, in 
early times, the desire to live in 
political and religious.liberty, and, in 
later times, the desire to get a bet- 
ter job overseas, or to make a home 
in a less erowded corner of the 
world. 

There is thus no mystery about the 
Commonwealth. There is nothing sin- 
ister about it. It was just the casual 
migration of large numbers of British 
people from this little island to other 
portions of the globe. 

But—and this is the whole point— 
these people took with them to their 
new homes @ number of invisible pos- 
sessions; @ love of their homeland, 
even though that homeland might not 
have treated them too well? a sense 


of British justice; a passionate love 


of British freedom and of British in- 
stitutions, 

And wherever these British people 
settled in places remote and savage 
or new-to the sight of white men, 
these British things took root, flour- 
ished, and bore fruit im iueir season. 

Thus it happens that this strange, 
phenomenal Empire, or OCommon- 
wealth, no matter how disunited it

order that the British League of Na- 
tions may survive, and the worid re- 
main safe for men of free will, 

History will probably see in the 
present struggle a titanic conflict be- 
tween the individualist and the col- 
jlectivist mind: the free mind against 
the slave mind. 

Hitler’s will to dominate the world 
and to bring the British Common- 
wealth crashing down in. ruin, is op- 
posed now only by this fongya of free 
peoples, 

The other warriors, were swiftly 
eliminated from the lists.

inated. 


But the British League of Nations, 
never more united and sure of itself, 
stands ai the moment, alone in defy- 
ing the enemy.
